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Enropeatt Slail Sommary. 

Politics on tlie Contin ent appear to 
bo Biillin a disordorod state, and the 
ramours promulgated by a sensational 
press prevent the pnblio mind from 
overcoming the state of ohronio 
alarm into which it has boon plunged 
for a twelvemonth. The oiroular of 
Napoleon — in which ho "reassures' 
France and Europe that ho is vory 
well satisfied with matters as thoy 
are on tho Continent, Is a oonvinoing 
proof— if any wore wanting — that ho 
is the most amiable of men. Politcal- 
ly, he is afiliotod like Job, with " boils 
from tho crown of hia bead to the 
soles of his feet," yet does he not re- 
vile his tormentor Prussia, but bows 
meekly to the af&iotion and goos oS to 
Biarritz to recuperate ! Tho rumored 
alliance between Prussia and Eussia 
for the absorption oi Poland, and the 
oxtinguishmont of Austria and Den- 
mark, is stoutly oontradioted by a St. 
Petersburg journal ; but the report is, 
novortboless, the subject of very ear- 
nest comment and speoulation 
tbrougLout France and England. Swe- 
den is charged with conspiring with 
Prussia against tho well being of tho 
Danes ; but this rumour, like tho ono 
preceding it, is no sooner made than 
it is contradicted. A deep game is 
being played by all tho Continental 
powers, and a war is likely to break 
out at any moment, yet tho strn^glo 
may bo delayed for years, Tho Prus- 
sian Government has compromised 
the question of supply with tho Cham- 
ber, and has agreed to accept jS6,G00,- 
000 as a Eesorve Fund, (instead ol 
the £9,000,000 which it originally don 
manded) and not to spend any of it, 
e;iccept in time of danger, without the 
consent of the House. Xn announcing 
this resolution, Count Bismarck was 
uncommonly good-natured and hinted 
that Prussia might still bo oompellod 
to defend what she had acquired. He 
also alluded ominously to the Eastern 
question which, he said, might lead to 
soiious European difficulties, in which 
event Prussia could hardly stand nou- 
l^ral. This allusion strengthens the 
reports as to the renewal of this for^ 
midable difficulty, and adds to the 
general uneasinossi In Great Britain 
the Boform movement appears to 
gather strength and importance daily. 
The working classes are thoroughly 
roused to a sense ol their own numer- 
ical importance, and their demands, 
whioh were at first confined to an ex- 
tension of tho Franchise, now embrace 
manhood suffrage and the ballot. Tho 
Beform cause is strengthened by tho 
recent exposure by tho Election Com. 
mission oi corrupt practices, which 
a^ds weight to Mr Bright's ofl-qnoted 
remark that there is no safety against 
bribery except in largo con- 
stituenoies and the ballot. Tho 
Jamaica question still continucB 
to absorb a great deal of at- 
tention in the public prints; and a 
cable telegram states thai Mr Eyro 
will bo shortly arraigned for trial on a 
charge of murder for ordering tho oxo- 
cution of Gordon. During tho fort- 
night a hot controversy has arisen re- 
garding the mental calibre ot tlio 
negro. Sir Samuel Bakor, having 
written a letter to tho Times in whieL 
he doubted the montal equality of tho 
black with the white man, and addod 
that the "negro has little in common 
with tho white man boyond tho aiin- 
ple instincts of human nature," bus 
drawn forth a namber of lottors to diH- 
prove his position. One of the letters — 
a very able production — is from a Ja- 
maica nogro, who concludes by hoping; 
that ho will have " a public opportu- 
nity for measuring his 'simple instinct' 
against tho lofty reason of Sir S, 
Baker." "Jacob Omnium," m tho 
Times, is quite severe on Sir Samuel, 
and quite warm in support of tho 
mental endowments of tho negro.

London, Oot. 12, 1866. 

Messrs EniTORS : — Your weakly paper, of

Imvo wurkod iiiDjt t'iier;;otiLMlly iind coo- 
linuoorly for tho boacfit of Ihc Colony, as a 
n-hitlc, and have, by tlieir exertions, not only 
brought tho Colony and its vast resourcus 
into the (avorablo notioo of the tjovernmont, 
but also made tbem keowD in ronny oircioH, 
which will ultimatoly greatly aid in the pro'< 
yrcss ol the ColoDy ; no men hove been and 
ar : really so true lo all year inloresta. Tho 
unworthy motives imputed must bo painful to 
them. I boliove Governor SL'yiuonr has no 
pniporty in the Colony. A.^ refjard.-i (Jeiieral 
.Moody's property, I may incnlinii, from pc^rs 
aoiial kuowlcdgy, dial ii; does not inlliiiiiiee 
hin opinion one iota. One ol' your oorre- 
spoiu'.ents ;l^;up^l tluit llio possossiou of this

ilii' lad beiiit;, that the aulhorilio.s in this 
country knew of it cvea long before the 
Qeocral left the Colony, and I know be has 
made no secret in reference to it. I may 
farther add, upon this point, that the greater 
part of the property in question was actually 
under offer at a low figuro to a party ol f^rent 
iinpertaiice, ju>-t boforo tlio bill wag inlrodue- 
til into Parliament, and rem. lined thus until 
the House was prorogued, when, owin;,' to no 
action having Ijeen taken upon corlain bills 
belore tho Uouso, the arrangenionla lor the 
purchase fell through for lho limo. 1 know 
that even 71010 ho would transfer It upon the 
most absurdly liberal terms, so that ho might 
fcul himself quite free of any personal in- 
terests in tbo Ootony. This fact is as well 
known us that he possesses property in the 
country ; it is if ell known a'so in the Colony 
itself 

I( you knew as I do, the very hard work it 
to keep the Colony in good odour with the 
public here, and counteract lho ill-ellects 
oroducod by tho e.xaeu'orated and injurious 
slatonients appearing in the Colonial press, 
and repeated by returned Coloni.sis, 1 am sure 
you would treat such Irne friends as Gov- 
ernor Seymour and General Moody have 
been, ia a very difiercnl spirit. 

From all quarters in the Colony, and 
tbrcugb every obaanel of oorrespondenca, is 
board the cry of want of capital, Yoa can 
givej very remunerative terms for a larjio 
supply, but 1 lear it will bo some lime before 
sufTicicnt confidence is felt hero to supply this 
wi.at. 1 ne lalo mooetary crisix bas caused 
the hnlilurj of Capital to beoome very shy 
aud timid.

'i'lie soldiers bayoiieited and mangled tlioso 
already deiul in tho most fearlul manner. 
.Noiwilhstaiiiliiig tlie bnitiilily of the u.-socu- 
Hoii, we must remembi-r how cruelly these 
condciiined meu have massacred wdiole towns, 
sgiaring neitbcr woman or child. Tbirteeo 
ottiers ol the Imperial party — all prominent 
niiMi in tho service — were captured on tha 
lOih. while making tbeir way to Arizona, 
and when quite near oar linos. They, too, 
were sbot. The death of these, and those of 
Tauori's party, takes every loader or m .n of 
any promiocace in the Imperial party in tbe 
Siato of Sonora, end puts an end to the Im- 
perial caase there.

Thcro were lour inclies ut Know on tl;o 
crooi?, bui ilio weiithiiT was iniiil anJ moit 
favorable for carrying on miniug operatiouf. 
There were five oompaaies working in the 
bed of the creek. The week before our in-
